SHIPMENT PROM 
BASSANO IN 1928 


the Number of 8902 Shipped 
from Bassano Stoek Yards 


The year 1928 saw a heavy ship- 
ment of livestock passing owt through 
the Bassano stock yards. A total of 
8902 animals were loaded here, being 
divided ag follows: cattle, 2276; 
horses, 489; sheep, 4030; and hogs 
2108, 

Figures for 1927 are not available, 
but it is believed shipments of 
cattle, hogs, and sheep during 1928 
exceeded those of the ‘preceding 
year. The Russian Soviet govern- 
ment purchased @ large number of 
horses here in 1027, which brought 
the total horse shipments for 1927 
toa larger figure than that of 1028.

But it is 
as the men who saved Ypres when 
it seemed at the mercy of the bar- 
barians that the Canadians will live 
in history. 

“To my former comrades in arms 
who heave returned to their normal 
occupations and their homes, I send 
my most cordial greetings and wish 
them and theirs all the happiness 
they deserve in the year that lies 
ahead. France will never forget the 
debt she owes to you and your dead 
comrades. 

“One day I hope to be able to 
visit your country and renew ac- 
quaintances with those of you whose 
acquaintance I made in the day when 
we were fighting the common 
enemy.”
